1.—The annual statement 
of the trustees of the British museum calis 
attention once more to the growing difficulty 
of accommodating “readers.”

He thought 
they would think he was afraid and con- 
cluded to go. Upon réaching them they 
said, ‘‘get off your horse and let us smoke.” 
He got off his horse but would got sit 
down as he saw they meant mischief, 
one holding his rifle’ in readiness; and 
he could see the other gfasping a six-shooter 
under his blanket. ‘‘Sit down and let us 
smoke,” said the Bloods, for such he now 
knew them to be. The Stuney replied,‘*No.” 
Just then the five came in sight, and sceing 
tnese one of the Bicods said ‘‘Hurrah! Now 
let us shoot him,” and at once they began 
firing with rifle and revolver. The Stoneys 
wonder how they missed him during the 
first shots. Presently he made them retire 
by his rapid handling of his rifle, and soon 
saw the one with the rifle grasp at the wil 
lows and fall over behind them, The other 
then tock his rifle, and soon the Stony be- 
came aware that the other five were shoot- 
ingathim. He also felt something queer 
about one of his lege, and saw he was 
bleeding, so he began to retire and watch 
hia chance to mount his herse, which ne 
succeeded in doing, reaching camp about 
sundown having lost considerable bleod.

He has sue- 
ceeded in making had worre, and has deep- 
enel the impression, previously very 
slight, that he intended to charge the Am- 
erican government with insincerity in its 
tuternational dealings, Thatis an accusa- 
tion which even if true, no high spirited 
people would endure ‘from the representa- 
tive of a foreign power,” 

The Standard has another leader of the 
same bellicose nature with yesterday's, and 
advises Lord Salisbury, It says: “In re 
taliation, it might be proper w show our 
common acnse or wounded — dig- 
nity by tendering Mr, Phelps 
his pars ort.”

Suggestions for Hallowe'en Fes- 
tivities—Queer Ways of 
Finding Lovers. 


Charming Points from Folk-Lore 
Poeta—Tbe Pagan Element 
of the Event. 


All the boys and girls know that October | 
31 was all Hallow Eves, though most of | 
them corrupt its name to Hailow Eve. They | 
know that it ia a night of mirth and inys- 
tery specially sevoted tu mischief, fun, in- ; 
cantations, divinations, charme and spells; | 
but very few of them or their elders under- 
stand its real significance.or can tell wience 
it derives its name. It is many centuries 
since the church, finding it impossible, from 
the great and ecnstantly increasin yg multi- 
tude of the eaints, to set apart a separate 
day for each one, decreed that Nuvember } 
should thenceforward be kept asa day iu 
honor of all the saints, and that it shouid be 
known as All Hallow Mass or Ail Saints’ 
day, and that the night of October 31, im- 
mediately preceding it, should thereafter be 
kept as a vigil and be known as All Hallow 
Eve, these occasions being still observed in 
the Catholic, Episcopal and Lutheran 
churches, 

From its first origination Hailow Eve has 
been invested with a peculiarly mystic char- 
acter. It is an almost universal superstition | 
that supernatural influences then have un |

usual power; that devils, witches and fairies | 


are abroad; that ali spirite are free te ran. { 
through s , and that the spiritual ele. 
ment in all living humanity can be detached 
from corporal restraint and made to read 
its own future or to reveal to others what 
fate may have in store for them. As there 
is nothing tm the church celebration of the j 
ensuing day of All Saints to justify these 
singular ideas and cusioma assuciated with 
Hallow Eve, and as none of them are of a 
religious character, we may justly regard 
them as relics of Pagan times. 

In all ages and countries Hallow Eve hae 
been deemed, as it still is, the occasion pa:

WHO IS TO MARRY WHOM ? 


The means employed to gain this much- 
desired information are as yuait and curi- 
ous as they are numerous and varied. For 
this purpose every time and every country 
—almost every district of every country— 


Those of Scotland have been most grapi. 
cally described by that greatest of all poets 
of the people, Robert Burns. In his poem 
of ‘*Hallowe’en” he has given us a most 
vivid account of more than half a score of 
Hallow Eve charms and spells peculiar to 
the Scottish peasantry. 

In avery old book of folk lore called 
“Ye True Arte to Reade Ye Future” I find 
the following: “If a maid would know ye 
pame of ye man she is to marry let her on 
All Hallow Even, steal out toa lime kiln, 
and throw therein a clue of blue yarn, still 
holding to ye otherend. Presently ye end 
in ye kiln will be sharply pulled. Then ye 
maid must say, ‘Who holds? Whereupon 
ye voice of her future husband will pro- 
nounce his name-—toth ye Christian and ye 
surname.” The only obstacle to the suc- 
ceseful performance of this spell is the 
difficulty of findinz aa old lime kiln, but as 
lime kilns willl be in great demand ameng 
our young women when the important 
statement made in the avove paragraph be- 
comes generally known, and asa demand 
for any article in this country is speedily 
met by an abundant supply, the number of 
lime kilns will doubtless soon be largely 
augmented to the great delight of anxious 
match-making mammas and their dutiful 
offspring. 

Water, nuts and apples bear a prominent 
part in the spells and charms of Hallow 
Eve. <A quaint old book of charms, pub- 
lished in Edinburgh in 1690, entitled “Old 
Father Time's Bundle of Faggots Newly 
Bound Up,” declares that an infallible 
means of getting a view of your future hus. 
band or wife is to go to bed on Hallow Eve 
with a glass of water, in which a small sliver 
of wood has been placed, standing on a 
table by your bedside. Inthe night you 
will dream of falling from a bridge into a 
river, and of being rescued by your future 
wife or husband, whom you will see as dis 
tinctly as though viewed with waking eyes. 
This charm is thus alluded to by the Eng- 
lish poet Gay: 

Last Hallow Eve I longed my love to see, 
And tried a spell to call her up to me; 
With wood and water standing by my side, 


I dreamed a dream and saw my own sweet 
bride. 


In connection with this spell I am re- 
minded of a curious circumstance which 
came under my immediate observation.
